A major area of conflict be¬ 
tween [proponents and oppo¬ 
nents of a state income ,$ax is 
that of equity.

School Tax Election Offers Temporary 
Solution to Rising Operating Costs 

Granite City school district residents have 
been called on to vote Saturday on tax rate 
and bond issue proposals developed by a citi¬ 
zens' committee after a long and detailed study. 
Voters owe it to themselves and the district to 
participate; unfortunately, there is seldom a 
heavy vote in such elections. 

If this sounds a bit familiar, it's because it is 
familiar. A pattern of periodic tax referendums 
has developed in order to cope with enrollment 
growth and higher operating costs. But there is 
one difference Saturday. 

The 1968 citizens' recommendations call for 
the highest tax increase in the history of this 
community—$1,293,000 a year, based on the 
present assessment total of $212 million, and 
more as assessed valuation rises in the coming 
years. . 

Included on the ballot are a 40-cent increase 
in the educational tax, amounting to $848,000 
a year, and a 21-cent rate boost to pay for $4,- 
750,000 in new buildings, amounting to 
$445,000 a year. 

At best, the new school district rate of $3.63 
would enable it to operate "in the black" for 
three years or less. The "solution" would be 
only temporary, it is freely admitted. Addition¬ 
al rate increases would be sought in later elec¬ 
tions. 

Unless voters are willing to explore — and 
adopt—new ideas and different teaching meth¬ 
ods in order to achieve greater efficiency and 
economy than is possible under the present sys¬ 
tem, there can be no permanent solution and 
they have no choice^ but to vote for higher 
school taxes in Saturday’s election. 

It is' not easy to break away from tradition 
and the' status quo; the Press-Record has been 
trying for over 15 years to interest this com¬ 
munity in year-round school operation. 

Who is to be the first to extend the school 
year? To enlarge classes through altered teach¬ 
ing methods? To use teachers for classroom in¬ 
struction only, leaving routine tasks for others? 
To test ideas that challenge not only teachers 
and students, but also parents? 

Who is to be the first? Who is to be the last? 
Many new and exciting approaches are being 
explored elsewhere, providing for staggered Va¬ 
cations, variations of such a plan, and other 


techniques having the commendable gofil of 
improving the quality and efficiency of educa¬ 
tion. 

Until such time as there is a "first," a break 
from the local tradition, we seem destined to be 
shackled to a pattern of ever-spiraling costs and 

There is always a rate increase to fall back 
on, but the prospect becomes less and less at¬ 
tractive, not withstanding the vital role of ed¬ 
ucation. The 61-cent rate to be decided Satur¬ 
day represents a 14% increase in the present 
overall Granite City property tax rate of $4.39 
(including other local-level government agen¬ 
cies) and would increase it eventually to $5.32, 
including a 32-cent rate change already sched¬ 
uled for next -spring. 

There is talk in Illinois of sharp boosts in 
state financial aid, but present indications are 
that the legislature may find it difficult to main¬ 
tain even the' existing aid levels unless new rev¬ 
enue sources are found. Because all of Illinois, 
and much of the U. S. is faced with the same 
problems as Granite City schools, it is not sur¬ 
prising that different and potentially less costly 
methods are being studied. But leadership is 
needed to make them a reality; Granite City 
could be the catalyst for a fresff new statewide 
or nationwide approach. 

In both the 1957 and 1964 rate elections 
here, brief consideration was given to school 
term and teaching innovations but there was no 
serious effort to put major changes into effect, 
to overcome procedural obstacles or even to 
fully understand what was involved. 

Despite these missed opportunities, however, 
in all fairness it should be kept in mind that 
Granite City school officials in the past decade 
have followed excellent business practices, 
stretching each tax dollar in school purchases 
and investments and enabling instruction to be 
steadily upgraded. 

It is also important to note that the study 
leading up to Saturday’s election probed much 
more deeply than any irt the past, and that the 
school board has voted to create next month an 
advisory group to help develop specific plans 
for more economical class scheduling and school 
usage. This may provide an eventual answer, a 
genuine solution, depending on the thorough¬ 
ness and zeal with which it is pursued. 

New Approach By SIU-SW Designed 
To Encourage Regional Development 

SIU-SW has taken a wise step in creating a 
seven-member advisory committee to its Re¬ 
gional and Urban Development Studies and 
Services unit. The predecessor to RUD, Public 
Administration and Metropolitan Affairs, may 
have been handicapped in its effectiveness by 
lack of contact and rapport with the communi¬ 
ties that surround the campus. 

The decision to set priorities for various area 
development needs, and to consider ways of 
meeting them, also may be helpful. 

As the committee noted in its first session, 
the best of studies and plans are meaningless 
if pigeonholed. Only when translated into 
action do they begin to improve the welfare of 
the people. An example is the excellent SIU- 
SW study of ways in which Granite City munici¬ 
pal services could be improved; most of it was 
ignored. 

Also contributing to the success of RUD may 
be the degree to which the program itself is 
given priority. It is hoped to not only provide 
services and make studies but also to expand 
and coordinate total university resources to 
solve major problems, benefiting not only SIU- 
SW but the entire region.
